GLADIOLUS  are  now  the  most  popular  garden 
flower  grown.  The  wonderful  colors  and 
combinations  of  colors  as  the  result  of  wonderful 
hybridizing  by  some  of  the  worlds  greatest  horti- 
culturalists  have  created  blooms  of  such  beauty 
and  magnificence  that  they  are  unequaled  by  any 
other  flower  grown. 

Gladiolus  will  grow  well  in  any  ordinary  garden 
soil  under  ordinary  cultivation  but  they  must  not 
be  planted  in  very  shady  places  or  next  to  build¬ 
ings.  Plant  in  rows  or  beds  from  four  to  five 
inches  deep,  keep  them  free  from  weeds,  keep  the 
ground  well  loosened  and  water  when  occasion 
requires,  especially  as  the  buds  begin  to  show. 
Sprinkling  the  top  of  the  ground  lightly  each  day 
is  water  wasted,  it  is  better  to  water  only  once. 
Every  week  or  two,  then  soak  them.  Gladiolus 
can  be  planted  any  time  after  the  land  begins  to 
dry  off  and  gets  warm,  usually  about  May  first, 
and  from  then  to  the  last  of  June. 

About  the  middle  of  October  dig  the  bulbs,  using 
a  spading  fork,  cut  the  tops  off  close  to  the  bulb, 
dry  them  in  the  sun  for  two  or  three  days  then 
store  them  in  a  dry  cool  place  in  shallow  boxes 
until  the  following  spring. 

For  those  who  do  not  care  about  knowing  glads 
by  their  names  I  have  a  splendid  mixture  com¬ 
posed  of  all  colors  and  shades,  many  of  these  are 
choice  bulbs  that  get  mixed  in  handling  and 
planting  or  are  picked  up  in  the  fields  after  dig¬ 
ging.  While  this  mixture  always  gives  perfect 
satisfaction  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when 
every  one  who  grows  gladiolus  gets  so  infatuated 
with  them  that  they  begin  buying  named  varieties 
and  become  regular  glad  fans  as  we  call  them. 
There  is  something  irresistable  about  growing 
the  acknowledged  KING  of  all  flowers  and  know¬ 
ing  them  by  name. 


It  is  not  with  the  expectation  that  the  above 
likness  of  yours  truly  will  advertise  or  increase 
mv  business  hut  that  the  many  customers  I  ave 
throughout  the  country  may  feel  perhaps  a  little 
better  acquainted  with  me  that  I  am  taking  this 
method  of  introducing  myself  to  the  glad  fans  of 
America. 

The  bulbs  described  on  the  following  pages  are 
guaranteed  true  to  name,  Number  One  quality 
and  unless  otherwise  specified  as  in  the  case  of 
the  rare  and  higher  priced  varieties  Number  One 
in  size. 

Of  the  general  varieties  six  will  be  isold  at  t:e 
dozen  rate  and  on  the  new  and  expensive  varieties 
twelve  will  be  sold  at  ten  times  the  price  of  one. 

As  the  amount  of  bulbs  of  many  of  the  choice 
varieties  is  limited  throughout  the  country  it 
is  advisable  to  order  as  early  as  possible  and  not 
be  disappointed.  While  I  fill  some  orders  as  late 
as  June  First,  all  orders  should  be  placed  by  April 
First.
